Teamsters 
Courting Gays 

The boycott against Coors beer, 
due to their discrimination in hiring, 
has started to spread throughout the 
minority communities of San Fran¬ 
cisco. The Teamsters Union, Local 
888 Beer Drivers, has aske<T the Gay 
community to join the boycott. The 
Latino and Black communities started 
an ad hoc committee against Coors 
when that company rejected outright, 
the Affirmative Action Policy sub¬ 
mitted by the Teamsters. 

Andris Cirkelis, field director for 
the boycott, made a plea for all 
minorities “to join together to help 
fight the system which brainwashes 
people into fighting against each 
other.” He said “we have become the 
best salesman that the system has. 
And, that must stop.” He ^further 
asked all to join the fight, for “if we do 
not support one another, we are 
doomed to the very system that puts 
the Nixons in power.” (The local 
joined the fight with the United Farm 
Workers in their efforts against the 
national Teamsters. It has become a 
case where one local strongly dis¬ 
agrees with the national policy.) 
Acklin Thibeaux, coordinator of the 
ad hoc committee said that “out of a 
joint effort to end the present Coors 
policy of hiring could come a true 
joint effort that would be able to help 
the Farm Workers in their fight and 
the gays in their fights against 
companies like Pacific Tel, and, in 
general, all cases of people being 
discriminated against.” Both men 
called upon all minorities to bury 
their past differences and ill feelings 
and to join in the fight to stop the 
powerful few from controlling the lives

of so many. 

Cirkelis, in giving a day to day 
example of where the power lies and 
how we are all victims of the same 
oppression, said that we look no 
further than our streets. He asked if 
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they were ever kept clean, then 
suggested looking at the streets in St. 
Francisco Woods! He stated that one 
person in the Woods has more power 
than one hundred of us. He said that if

we are ever to get government and the 
large corporations who run it, to stop 
their present policies, the minorities 
must join hands.

A citywide 
boycott was called for against Coors, 
for if this battle can be won, then the 
tide will start to turn in all of our 
battles. 

The fact that so many from the

great step, for the national Teamsters 
have taken very strong steps against 
the Farm Workers.

“Queers Are Sick 

Ms. Stein Was Right about Oakland 

Rev. Gary L. Wilson, East Bay 
MCC and John Reading, Mayor of 
Oakland, met on November 19, 1974 
at 10:oo am. Rev. Wilson had re¬ 
quested the meeting several weeks in 
advance of this date. The purpose was 
to discuss the needs of the Gay 
community in Oaklahd and to open 
communication with the City govern¬ 
ment on a non-militant basis. 

The initial request for an appoint¬ 
ment was denied, then a date was 
established when Rev. Wilson became 
insistant. There was an attempt to 
cancel the appointment, but again 
Rev. Wilson became insistant and the 
appointment was re-established. At 
every attempt to not meet with a 
representative of the Gay community, 
the excuse was “The Mayor has too 
much City business to take care of.” 
and “The Mayor does not feel that it is 
his responsibility to meet with the Gay 
community.” 


When the meeting was held, it 
lasted less than 15 minutes. In that 
amount of time the Mayor took the 
following positions: 

(a There is no action to be taken by 
■ the City Council in assuring the 
Civil Rights of Gays. This 
includes affirmative action in the 
areas of employment and 
housing. 

(b Mayor Reading’s personal posi¬ 
tion is that “queers are sick” and 
that any abuse or scorn members 
of that community receive while 
seeking their Civil Rights must 
be accepted. 

(c Legislation does not change 
people’s attitudes and people are 
entitled to their personal op¬ 
inions. Government should not 
interfere with the right to per¬ 
sonal opinion. 

Rev. Wilson assured the Mayor 
that his opinions, attitudes, and the 
positions would be related back to the 
Gay community through every means 
at his disposal. He further informed 
the Mayor that while he, the Mayor, 


has personal positions, the elective 
office that he holds is greater than 
those positions. Rev. Wilson empha¬ 
sized that the Gay community will in 
no way allow that public office to be 
closed to their representatives.

...Gorgonzola Can Be Fun 

Everyone likes a nice hunk of 
cheese, it’s a prime munchie, except 
it’s a no-no in most diets because it 
packs all those concentrated calories, 
carbohydrates, n’stuff. However, 
there often comes a time (during an 
unusually dull commercial) when 
nothing is so handy and enjoyable as 
hacking off a piece of cheese, and 
perhaps, grabbing another quick beer. 
Real enjoyment (?) of the tube. While 
most of us are pretty fussy about our 
beer, we don’t seem to be quite so 
particular about the cheese we often 
eat. 


tasteless, gummy, extra-fattening but 
dietetically unsatisfactory. And so on. 
Fact is, many people either don’t know 
the difference between these products 
and real cheese, or don’t care and they 
will pay as much for them, or more, 
than the cost of the genuine article. 
Let’s just say, forget them! Try a sharp 
New York Cheddar, or a mild 
Wilsconsin Longhorn, or one of our 
several excellent California cheese, 
such as Monterey Jack or Telemne 
Jack. Both of these come from the 
cheese country around Petaluma, 
across the Bay and north of San 
Francisco. And there’s a wonderful 
Blue cheese made in Oregon, called 
L’Angelois, which has a finer, fresher 
flavor than many more aged and 
imported Roqueforts and Danish Blue 
cheeses. 
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First, a brief and necessarily 
unkind-word for so-called process 
cheese. These are mixtures, mostly 
chemical, made to resemble real 
cheese in color, sometimes in flavor 
and texture. They may even be an 
ominous indication of what food may 
come to be in our overcrowded world; 
but they aren’t cheese. Most are

Try a Steak a la Gorgonzola! Fry, 
or better, broil any good steak a few 
minutes on one side, a few minutes on 
the other. About a minute short of the 
time required, by your taste in steak 
cookery; on the 2nd side, slip onto the 
steak a nice slice of Gorgonzola, at 
least V* in. thick, and covering most of 
the meat. Put back under the broiler 
for 1 or 2 min. to melt the cheese, til it 
just begins to run down the sides of the 
steak. Serve at once. Or, if not 
broiling, pre-heat the oven to 450*, 
put the near-cooked steak, with 
cheese on top, in the oven - top shelf - 
and give it 2 min. OR, if the steak is 
simply fried in a heavy skillet, just slip 
on the cheese, on the 2nd side. Cover 
pan and raise heat for 2 or 3 min. 
Figure this in total desired cooking 
time of steak. 

However you do it, the cheese 
makes a different and delicious sauce 
or topping. Who ever heard of 
cooking cheese with steak? We do it 
every day, with cheeseburgers, except 
that it’s a poor processed stuff, even if 
it does come sliced. 

For your next steak dinner, get 
some real Gorgonzola cheese, or even 
some Oregon Blue. It’s good eating....

At some time in the remote past, 
a cry went out and man began to come 
to the aid of his fellow man. As the 
race grew, man formed into units. Into 
nations. Somewhere in the process, 
man lost touch with his unit...his 
neighbor. He belonged to the nation. 
He was lost in the mob and out of that 
grew the Nixons, the Aliotos. Man’s 
needs on a local level were lost to the 
needs of the nation. Man’s cries were 
no longer heard. Things got worse. 
The problems of the nation, of the 
state, of the city got worse. Man was 
stepped on. His cry was not heard as 
the powerful grabbed whatever they 
could. Then someone remembered. 
They remembered the unit. 

“Block by block until we drive 
from office all who are unresponsive.” 
The cry has gone out. Everyone will 
claim that he or she was the first to 
raise the cry. That is meaningless, 
except to the ego of those who want to 
be the first. What is important, is that 
the cry is out: “block by block.” It is 
starting in many areas of the city: 
Bernal Heights, the Haight, Castro 
and on and on.. .Neighborhood by 
neighbofHoQdi'The only way that the 
city of man will be heard is to reform 
the unit. Unit by Unit...until all are 
linked together. Only then will City 
Hall understand man’s needs. 

Many in the city have been doing 
it for some time. Many groups are 
already formed. All are being formed 
for one reason: To take City Hall away 
from the politicians and return it to the 
people. You too can help...in fact you 
must help in order for lfTo work. Each 
person should help to organize his or 
her own block into a unit. No bigger. 
No outside help. No outside “know¬ 
how.” Each block in this city has 
people who are intelligent enough 
themselves to know what to do. 
Appoint yourself temporary block 
leader...talk to everyone on your 


block. Call small meetings...large 
meetings...talk over what you feel 
your block and you want from city 
hall. Make sure all are registered to 
vote. Make sure all who move into 
your block join and get registered. 
Give your block a name: the 3400 
block of 15th street, whatever. Start to 
write letters to the candidates for 
mayor. Tell them how many people 
reside in your block. Tell them what 
your unit wants. Tell them what your 
unit wants in the way of government... 
start it now. Keep your block unit 
together and DO NOT COMMIT 
YOURSELVES TO ANY CANDID¬ 
ATE NOW...make them all aware of 
your unit’s needs...make them come 
to you and not for you to jump on their 
bandwagon. 

If the government is ever going to 
be returned to the people, it will only 
be returned when the people demand 
it. It will be so stated when the people 
throw off the political machines, the 
public relations’ speeches and the 
crumbs thrown to keep you quiet...it 
will come when each and everyone of 
you forms your block into a unit. 2,000 
blocks. Each must stay within its own. 
Each must not try to sway others to 
think their way. Each must remain 


active. Each must let their presence be 
known to city hall. Each must speak 
out. 

It is almost an impossible task. As 
long as it remains impossible, the 
Aliotos’ will control our lives, and the 
police will continue to arrest you for 
obstructing the sidewalk... (someone 
else was arrested on a recent Monday 
at 2 am and there were all of five 
people on the street). The only way 
city hall will get the message is not 
through talks with leaders, but in the 
numbers of units we form. Go out and 
form your unit...your block. It is for 
your own protection...that is what the 
caveman learned to do...we must 
learn from him. His forming into units 
beat back the wild animals. We must 
also beat back Those who prey upon 
us. Unit by unit. Block by bk>Gk. Start 
today with your next door neighbor^ 
“Until we drive from office all who are 
unresponsive.”

For the ensuing two 
weeks, life is a joy; everyone loves the 
show, everyone loves the lady. (Next 
came Dennis Day and things really got 
raunchy!) Thus began my love affair 
with Julie Wilson. I’ve hauled her 
records from one end of the country to 
the other, and finally, fourteen years 
later, she’s booked into JACKSON’S 
PENTHOUSE for one short week and 
my burning torch ignites once again as 
we sit over dinner at The Westbury, 
chuckling over old times, but now with 
a difference - I have a pad and pencil 
with me (when the Capezzios gave out, 
so did I). 

She’s just had her waistlength hair 
cut that afternoon, but still long 
enough to make the bun that is her 
trademark, along with a fresh flower in 
her hair. “I love camellias and would 
wear them always, but sometimes 
they’re difficult to get out of season.” 
Why the flower in the hair? “Because 
it breaks that severe line and I think a 
flower is so feminine.” Feminine is a 
good word for Julie Wilson. Her 
career, her three marriages, it’s all 
been a long, rung-by-rung climb for 
Julie, but she’s never developed that 
hardness of so many female singers, 
especially those who work the night¬ 
club circuit.

What’s the secret? “I’m lucky. I have 
bone structure.

It was 1960. I' was a mere tot 
working my way through college by 
hoofing chorus in musical summer 
stock in Chicago. We had endured 
John Raitt in Oklahoma and Gene¬ 
vieve of Jack Paar fame in Silk 
Stockings, and thus far, the summer 
was less than a frenzy of fun and 
thrills. Next show on the agenda 
-- Kismet starring Julie Wilson. In she 
sailed for the first day of rehearsals, a 
tall, leggy lady with her chestnut 
brown hair pulled tight back into a bun 
and a ready smile on her lips and 
within ten minutes, she managed to 
make every old man feel like a kid 
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In her senior year of high school, 
she was chosen “Miss Nebraska” and 
sent to Atlantic City for the Miss 
America Contest, who promptly sent 
her back when they discovered she 
was not yet 17 years old. “I quit 
college my first semester and filled in 
for one of the girls in Ear Carroll’s 
“vanities,” and three days later I was at 
the Oriental Theater in Chicago. How 
do you think I got to New York? I 
could never have afforded the ticket. 
Then I was a Copa girl, making fifty 
bucks a week, working seven nights a 
week.” She sang in a Miami Beach 
saloon 5 shows a night, 7 nights a week 
after that. “It was the greatest training 
I could have had. I never thought I 
was that good. I wish I’d had more 
confidence in myself younger. I 
thought everything they liked was an 
accident. I never liked my voice.” 

Fortunately, the people who hire 
and fire liked her voice just fine, 
enough to cast her in her first 
Broadway show, Three to Make 
Ready with Ray Bolger, book her into 
the St. Regis Hotel in New York for a 
two week engagement that turned into 
an unprecendented 29 weeks (where 
she returns every year to this day), cast 
her a Bianca in Kiss Me Kate on 
Broadway when Lisa Kirk left and 
took her to London in the role. 
Londoners also liked her voice, 
enough to come see her in Bet Your 
Life , the aforementioned South 
Pacific and the London company of 
Bells Are Ringing. And back on 
Broadway, she settled in for lengthy 
runs replacing Joan Diener as Lalume 
in Kismet and Janis Paige in Pajama 
Game, all the time working guest spots 
on the major t.v. shows and singing in 
the better supperclubs (a saloon by 
any other name...). But she still 
studies voice every day when in New 
York with Keith Davis and now 
acknowledges, “I love my work and I 
love interpreting songs and my voice is 
getting more facile as I get older. I like 
my voice better now than I used to. 
When you’re out there busting your 
guts, there’s nothing more rewarding 
than an audience who appreciates 
what you’re doing.” 

Gay audiences have always been 
most appreciative of her talents. Just 
prior to her booking at JACKSON’S, 
Julie played to capacity houses at the 
intimate Brothers and Sisters in New 
York, a gay room. “About 12 or 15 of 
my married couple friends came to see 
me there, but several felt funny about 
seeing me there, which is fine. I like

everybody to be happy and do their 
own thing. I have a lot of gay friends. I 
just get on terribly well with them. I 
think I respect them because they’re 
sensitive and tuned in more and get 
what you’re trying to say. I’ve never 


tried to infringe my likings on anyone 
else, and in turn, I don’t want them to 
do it to me. I think everyone has a 
right to like whom they like.” With 
that attitude, can you understand why 
Julie Wilson has a reputation of being 
one of the best-liked ladies in the 
business? 

Dinner continues (we’ve attacked 
our way through the salad bar like 
starving orphans, and Julie refuses 
wine with dinner, much as she loves it, 
because she has two shows to do that 
night), and we touch briefly on likes 
and dislikes. San Francisco -- “This 
town has great memories for me. I fell 
in love here a long time ago. And I 
played my first big nightclub en¬ 
gagement here at the Mark Hopkins in 
1947.1 find the people in this city are 
extremely loyal. They’re almost like 
Londoners.” Los Angeles -- “I feel if 
you went poof, it would all blow away. 
I find no electricity there, where in 
New York and here you do.” Idols -- 
“I’ve never had idols, but I’ve greatly 
admired actresses like Jean Simmons, 
Katie Hepburn and Eileen Heckart. 
Now put that pen down and eat your 
steak!” 

On steak and potatoes later, we 
resume conversation. I enquire as to

single and 50, she packed up her two 
sons, Holt (11) and Mike (recently 10), 
and moved back to Omaha and bought 
a house one block from her parents.

The boys and I 
have that wonderful feeling of having 
our own place. If I want to have eleven 
boys in for a party, that’s my pleasure. 
I’m at ease. It’s the first security I’ve 
ever had. I’ve learned one thing ~ 
don’t marry unless it’s the most 
important thing in your life. Un¬ 
fortunately, I didn’t feel that way. I 
think today a lot of people expect 
things too easily before they’ve paid 
their dues.

As we’re sipping coffee, I casually 
note that neither of us is wearing a 
watch and perhaps I should enquire as 
to the time. I ask a passing busboy 
(who must have swum here through a 
heavy fog) the time and he informs us 
it is five after eight. Julie and I panic in 
unison, she because she hasn’t even 
started to do her hairdo, which takes 
30 minutes, and I because I’m due at a 
show at 8:30 curtain. We hastily 
scramble into our coats, run to the 
elevator, kiss each other goodbye and 
promise to keep in touch, and I throw 
myself into the nearest cab. As I race 
up the steps of the theater and find 
myself in a deserted lobby, just me and 
the ticket lady, grave suspicion crosses 
my mind. Should I have been suspect 
when he said, “The beeg hand’s on...” 
I forebodingly inquire of the ticket 
lady the corect time, and she informs 
me it is now ten after seven. I stomp to 
the nearest telephone and call Julie, 
who answers breathlessly, to tell her to 
relax, she has oceans of time. We 
bemoan that we missed having dessert 
together, and dire thoughts of revenge 
cross my mind, at least one dozen 
different methods of inflicting excru¬ 
ciating pain upon hapless busboys... 
none of them are nearly severe 
enough, however, to atone for cutting 
short a memorable evening with a 
wonderful lady who should always 
have camellias for her hair. 
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Steppenwolf 

I must first confess that I did not 
read the book by Hermann Hesse, so 
therefore I had no comparison to 
make when seeing the filmic inter¬ 
pretation by Fred Haines of Steppen¬ 
wolf (now at the Alhambra). 


It is a strange film that fills me 
with mixed emotions. On one level, it 
is one of the “trippiest” films I’ve ever 
seen, as it explores the mind fantasies 
of Mr. Harry Haller. It is also a deeply 
touching psychological drama, dealing 
with the schizophrenic problems of the 
same Herr Haller. 

The film takes place in the 20’s in 
Germany, in which Harry Haller, 
brilliantly played by Max Von Sydow, 
is slowly going insane in his battle to 
keep his two personalities - the quiet, 
shy introvert and the more carnally 
inclined “steppenwolf” self-merged 
and functioning in his one body. 

I may have come out with a 
totally different interpretation than 
the one you might get, but so much of 
the film is presented to you for you to 
make a decision as to what is real and 
what is only in the mind of Harry 
Haller. 

IsHermine, the beautifully wood¬ 
en and decadent Dominique Sandra, a 
real creature of the night who lures 
Harry into adventures of the carnal 
world or just a much needed invention 
of Harry’s struggling mind? Is the 
“Magic Theatre” (which takes Harry 
on a trip for the final 25 minutes of the 
film) really an acid trip given by the 


strange and exotic Pablo (extremely 
well underplayed by Pierre Clementi)? 
The film poses lots of questions and 
lets you give lots of answers. 

Frankly, I feel I have to see this 
film again. Maybe I’ll see it under the 
influence of..and maybe can follow it 
easier and relate to it better. Whatever 
you feel about Steppenwolf , you do 
feel something. It’s a film that has a 
stunning impact and leaves you 
remembering not only the visuals, but 
also the thoughts behind them. My 
favorite example of the many trips the 
film hits you with, is Pablo’s line when 
offering Harry Haller his first snort of 
cocaine - “You can’t always get what 
you want, but you can always get what 
you need!” 

It should be just a must for those 
who like their films on the “thought¬ 
ful” side and not just the trash fun of 
an Airport or Earthquake.

THE DOVE 

From the headiness of Hesse to 
the sentimental schmaltz of this sea 
epic, is no small leap. But for 
Montezuma, anything is possible; so 
I paddled over to see what Gregory 
Peck could produce in the way of this 
romance on the high seas story. 

Dove is about young teenager 
Robin Lee Graham, who sailed around 
the world in five years in a 23 foot 
sailboat. Along the journey, he meets 
and mates with Patty. The film version 
of the truelife adveriture gives us two 
things worthwhile: one is the gorgeous 
sea scenery and land journeys photo¬ 
graphed by Sven Nykvist and the other 
is the film debut of another boy from 
the Bottoms family, Joseph. Young 
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On a long ocean voyage, take a friend. 


Joe Bottoms is the brother of actors 
Timothy and Sam, and in time will be 
competing with them for top roles, in 
Dove , he displays a little too much 
theatricalness in his acting to make it 
quite work in such a natural setting. 
He has some good moments, but many 
more in which he seems to overact and 
over-react to the situations which 
befall him in his journey round the 
world. Deborah Raffin is interesting as 
his girl, Patty, but one gets the feeling 
she will be shown to better advantage 
in a meatier part - like her upcoming 
role of “January Wayne” in Once Is 
Not Enough. The music and the 
photography combine well and with 
handsome young Bottoms on screen so 
much of the time, it is a visual treat if 
you can forget the more maudlin 
sidetrips. Definetely not a must film, 
but one that is a nice one.

The hardened Chicago critics have 
finally come of age. And downtown at 
the Empire Room was Fred Travelena, 
impressionist who opened the show for 
Shirley MacLaine here at the CIRCLE 
STAR last month. Fred is now 
opening for Abbe Lane, far better now 
than her shake-the-maracas La Bamba 
days with Cugat. 


No Door Charge 
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But the entertainment in Chicago 
is everyplace but in Chicago. Dinner 
theatres are the rage, at least ten 
professional companies going year 
round, offering dinner and a show for 
nominal prices ($8.50 weekdays, 
$10.50 weekends). You could take 
your choice; either see Vera Miles in 
Jean Kerr’s Finishing Touches (re¬ 
member that from the Curran this 
season briefly?) at the Drury Lane or 
Eleanor Parker in Finishing Touches 
at Pheasant Run. And of course, the 
usual assortment of Sound of Music 
(which is like being buried alive under 
Hallmark greeting cards), Take Me 
Along, South Pacific and fluffy little 
cutesy comedies, with Alan Sues, 
Leslie Caron, Louis Jourdan and other 
semi-name stars who have “housewife 
appeal.” Because theatre is in the 
suburbs...and it’s well done if light¬ 
headed entertainment.

I forewent all of the above for two 
reasons --1 didn’t want to get diabetes 
and because I found tucked away at 
the FORUM THEATRE a show that 
to my knowledge has never been 
presented in this country, Robert and 
Elizabeth. This musical version of The 
Barretts of Wimpole Street was an 
enormous smash in London and was 
announced for two years in the 
Broadway Fall lineup, but for some 
obscure reason, it never made it across 
the sea. And it should have, because 
it’s marvelous schmaltz, with some 
stunning music and a good book. It’s 
also three hours long and cries for a 
blue pencil (by curtain call time, 
advanced rigor mortis was setting in!). 

Director William Pullinski orig¬ 
inated the dinner-theatre concept in 
1959 in Washington, D.C., and has 


















been directing and producing theatre 
in Chicago for the past 14 years. The 
Forum is his newest project, adjacent 
to the Candlelight Theatre, with the 
Candlelight offering the schlock that 
guarantees ticket sales and the Forum 
offering more experimental and daring 
productions, such as Company , The 
Championship Season and R&E. 

Stephen Arlen as Robert, 
Catherine Christensen as Elizabeth 
and Richard Woods as Edward 
Moulton-Barrett (the most monstrous 
father ever written for the stage; the 
male counterpart of Mama Rose) all 
offered fine vocal and acting ability, 
and the supporting company was equal 
to the leads. Costumes and sets, on a 
full proscenium stage (no chintzy 
in-the-round for this group, with one 
lamppost supposed to represent Vic¬ 
torian England), also good, only big 
drawback being the five-piece orches¬ 
tra who played as if they’d never been 
formally introduced. The company 
sang gloriously while the orchestra 
staggered along behind. 

Robert and Elizabeth, for those 
who can appreciate a sweeping classic 
love story with an excellent score, 
should definitely be considered by 
some of our local companies for 
production (The Lamplighters would 
do it great justice if they could be 
persuaded to give Gilbert & Sullivan 
another breather). It is a “heavy” 
operetta, offering superb acting op¬ 
portunities, and hopefully some local 
group will take heed and allow West 
Coast audiences a chance to view for 
themselves one of the better English 
musicals to come along in a long time. 

Unfortunately, I had to leave 
Chicago before Ginger Rogers opened 
in Forty Carats...tor which I will be 
eternally grateful. 

BACK TO SAN FRANCISCO

telegram from the MGM Grand Hotel 
in Vegas to tell me that Hallelujah 
Hollywood (perhaps you recall I’ve 
mentioned it on occasion) won Best 
Show of 1974 in the Las Vegas 
Entertainment Awards, with Siegfried 
and Roy chosen Best Show Act for the 
third year in a row.

If 
you watched the awards on Bob 
Hope’s special (yawn, snore!) you saw 
Liza graciously tape her acceptance 
speech way in advance, which makes

The Golden Age of 
Queens

Part Six 

In the mid 30’s, in San Francisco, 
new ‘gay-oriented’ bars opened daily; 
many closed just as frequently. (It’s 
much the same still, in the 70’s.) There 
were all the new ‘baths’, too. Adven¬ 
turesome queens found a wild place 
down the Coast (South of Fleischacker 
Zoo) where the beach was barren and 
deserted. Heavy weeds grew to some 
height, and ‘nests’ could be made in 
these for sun bathing. It always starts 
with ‘sun-bathing’; you may guess how 
long this was the principle sporting 
activity, though considerable brown¬ 
ing was achieved. These places were 
(always) known as ‘Bare Ass Beach;’ of 
course no one wore clothes. (Ya got it 
- show it!) But, you had to walk a mile 
or so down the beach to find a 
suitable, or unoccupied, spot. ‘Lily’ 
soon became aware of all this; cops 
from Santa Clara County began 
patrolling the area on horseback. 
There were arrests. Then, parts of the 
Pacific shore in Marin County (across 
the Golden Gate Bridge) were similar¬ 
ly popular for a while; they became 
too popular, and again the Law spoiled 
the fun. (...the Nasties!) 

Market Street was still the center 
of much cruising and of most gay 
activity; there were a few ‘hustlers,’ 
but there were also lots of sailors - and 
other servicemen - ‘to be accom¬ 
modated.’ With a handy room and a 
bottle, a ‘girl’ could make out most 
satisfactorily. 

During the last few years of the 
30’s. Sonny went to sea fairly steadily; 
‘she y was growing older,' and wiser. 


Perhaps the mad, carefree hustling life 
was not all it had been ten years 
previously. In time, Honolulu became 
his home, and it was good! In time, 
he had soldiers, sailors, Marines! 
Local laws forbid (and were enforced) 
women to hustle bars or streets. The 
government ran a syndicate which 
operated well supervised - and clean - 
whorehouses; but this was always 
assembly-line sex; we had it all our 
way. There were lots of agreeable 
small hotels, lots of servicemen; Sake 
(locally made) sold for $1.50 a gallon. 
Those sexy-looking Hawaiian boys...? 
Nope! Not good parties; they really 
don’t go for the ‘uni-sex’ bit, except at 
an exorbitant price. They really don’t 
like the mahu (Hawaiian for faggot) 
An early selFstyled Poet Laureate of 
the Islands, Don Blandings, was 
laughingly called Princess Kapu (‘pri¬ 
vate’ or ‘keep out’ (the Royal Mahu , 
sorta gay! Mother might add here, 
from her vast experience, Aleuts, true 
Hawaiians, Fijians, Samoans, Tahi¬ 
tians, do not often go for the gay bit. 
In Honolulu and Papeete (Tahiti), 
some will perform for a price, but are 
not happy with the idea; can be 
unpleasant. Samoans, Fijians and 
other mid-Pacific Islanders can be 
very hostile at the mere suggestion of 
such hanky-panky, no matter how 
virile andjmtch they may look. White 
New Zealanders and Australians, 
however, incline to an enthusiastic 
cooperation. There are many new 
‘Baths’ and ‘Health Clubs’ in all large 
Australian cities...have had no reports 
of the Abos or Maoris down under; 
those seem very unattractive. One 
does recall that young Aussie Navy 
sailors (12 yrs. old and up..) always 
seemed available. One often heard the 
story (from the sailors!) that ALL 
(repeat - ALL) Aussie Navy sailors 
were forced to submiy, in several 
ways, during their first week of 


training. This exercise as a ‘leveler,’ 
etc. Now, if we had a more judicious 
use of K.Y. - and other lubricants ) in 
OUR Naval ‘boot camps’, wouldn’t it 
be lovely. The Aussie Navy kids, 
however, could drink any American 
under the table with beer and stout; 
but, get a couple of small shots of 
spirit (whiskey, etc.) in ‘em, and they 
were pliable; this does not necessarily 
mean ‘limp.’ 

Back to pre-war Honolulu... 
Thursday and Friday nights, every 
other week in Honolulu, were particu¬ 
larly hectic. The Lurline was in, and 
spewed out it’s 500 gay ones (waiters, 
stewards, some cooks, etc.) onto the 
beach. Honolulu and Waikiki were 
wild, and so were hundreds of lusty 
servicemen. Sonny was over 4 years on 
the Lurline. Things will never be as 
good again! Of course, that was 35 
years ago. Where does the time go..? 

In the later 30’s, our Boy visited 
other parts of the world, and had 
much ‘fun’ on the way. Sonny stayed in 
Japan for several weeks in the summer 
of ’41, having inissed his ship. Public 
opinion there, whipped up by militant 
newspapers, said all Yanks were 
bastards, and had much of the people 
believing this. There was, however, a 
growing awareness of all modern 
American ideas, including the Gay 
Life. (Yes, my dears, it can be really 
fun in a kimono...) In time, and even 
more so after the War, gay bars began 
to appear, and young Japanese took to 
the idea madly. They still do, and 
young Japanese are truly beautiful! 
Mother came home to Honolulu in 
Aug. ’41, and being in the Reserve, put 
in for active duty..was refused, 
possibly because of age...even then!... 
went to Canada and joind the Air 
Force (just before Pearl Harbor), and 
spent a miserable 2Vi years. Canadians 
(then, at least) were NOT with it. Back 
to the U.S. and quickly into Maritime 
Service, and out to sea again with 
Navy-leased cargo vessels, each with a 
Navy gun-crew on board, very handy! 

Service included several trips 
around the world (making 11 in all). 
Sonny carried on til early in ’46, when 
he took a final discharge on the West 
Coast.(..a lovely line, no..?) Almost at 
once it was back to San francisco, 
where things were still tres gay , but 
sorta sad. 

It had all changed. The cruising 
on Market St. was still there, but the 
people involved seemed shabby and 
somewhat desperate. Trade was grim 
and shopworn, often feral. Queens 
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were less than light-hearted. Some¬ 
how, the brilliance and gayety were 
gone. It was all mechanical, desper¬ 
ate, commercial. In fact, one is 
convinced, the post-war atmosphere 
turned a lot of discerning homos into 
heteros. In fairness, it must be added, 
that with a more general accep¬ 
tance, more and more homos were in 
evidence, a situation which has grown 
steadily into the 70’s. 

However, as has become very 
evident in the ,20 years following the 
War, there has developed an all- 
encompassing hetero-homo who is ‘a 
little of this - a little of that.’ He’ll go 
with almost anyone presentable, but 
has no great drive to go at all. At over 
age 15, it’s none of it ‘new,’ or a 
‘surprise.’ He’s done it all! He may or 
may not have liked it, but it’s sure no 
novelty you’re offering, and, if the 
price is right...’ A notable example of 
what we’ve bred, is th e cycle clubs . 
With all that rugged leather, brass, 
dirt, etc., it has become noticed that 
there are many homos, and here creep 
in the odd bits of sado/masochism, 
etc. This is certainly a far cry from the 
dainty, gay fellow who simply like to 
lick dicks or get screwed in the ass, 
there were practices as old as Time, 
and just as normal. Yes, there were a 
few fetichists pre-War, ._a__few who 
liked the Golden Shower, the Daisy 
Chain, some rimming queens (Ugh!) 
and the like; but nothing like the mad 
and sad characters that have lately 
developed, such as those psychopathic 
messes who advertise in underground 
newspapers..‘slave seeks Master, 
w/Fr., Gr. overtones..’! 

And, actually, my dears, back in 
that gentile age, it was not always the 
act itself - there are only so many sizes 
and shapes, and not all of these are 
interesting - but rather it was the 
‘chase’, the cruising and seducing the 
trick, that was often the best~parf of 
the whole incident. One recalls 
several, over the years, who went all 
out to make’ interesting, but seemingly 
impossible, guys. When fully believing 
(in the mind) that ‘she’ (or he) could 
have it, these gay ones gracefully 
bowed out. After, however, often 
paying a premium fee. One such, a 
‘Miss Ferguson’ - as she was known, 
but not his real name - was particularly 
bold. He fancied truckdrivers, college 
athletes and - some - uniformed 
policemen. He’d promise almost any¬ 
thing to get his target on the bed, fly 
unzippered, point of acquiescence. 
Then he’d suddenly remember an 


urget appointment and, after paying 
off, would fly! Mother knew him for 
over 25 years, since the late 20’s, and 
he really never did a number. 
Fortunately, he was very wealthy - he 
bought many, many suits of clothes for 
guys; he used to cruise in front of large 
men’s clothing stores, would boldly 
approach a prospect..“hey, ya like 
that suit..?”, and continue as openly 
with his proposition. Don bought 
several cars for handsome fellows, to 
my knowledge, innumerable motor¬ 
cycles. Even through a time in the 
Army, he never went ‘all the way.’ As 
he explained, it was the self-satisfac¬ 
tion of being able ‘to do the thing,’ that 
mattered, even if he never did it. It 
takes all kinds. 

To go back...Sonny returned to 
the Coast in ’46. He found that the old, 
gay camaraderie was fast slipping 
away - everything gay was becoming 
commercial. This in two senses: (1) 
Basically, sexual opportunity was 
much increased; almost anyone would 
go, but, was price, not principle..’ Of 
course, there were all the thousands of* 
young men and women, who ended 
their War in San Francisco. Moral 
viewpoints had broadened. Who want¬ 
ed to go back to Mole Hole. Idaho, or 


West Hernia, Illinois, where sex was 
still tied down with old taboos. The 
kinds of action he’d become interested 
in wern’t even heard of back home. 
(Though an old philosopher once 
said:..no village, town, or wide-place- 
in-the-road is so small that it doesn’t 
have its gay element...) 

In pre-War days, however, there 
was always a sort of theatric al 
connotation to off-beat sex; the boys 
often referred to themselves as 
Mattress-actresses. More seriously, 
there was an illusive mystique about 
practiced homosexuality, which al¬ 
ways includes the rites of initiation of 
the ‘new one’, to the delights therein. 
This was gone after the War, most 
guys of 19 or 20 had ‘been had’ at least 
once, some often enough to join in the 
fun. 

This general acknowledgement - 
of things homosexual - filled Coast 
cities with men and women who were 
usually available. As a long-known gay 
community, San_Francisco probably 
got more than her share. Many ‘found 
a friend’ and settled down to a happy, 
peaceful'co-existence. These quiet 
ones - and there were, and are, many - 
one seldom hears of. Less stable types 
became blatantly commercial (many 
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as male prostitutes) or in some 
manner, lived off of those who felt and 
lived homosexually. 

And this brings us to the second 
major development. As the war ended 
(and of course, Mother speaks of 
WW2..) it became apparent that 
hotels, restaurants, publishers, the¬ 
aters, bars (particularly bars), baths, 
and other such places that catered to 
homos, could be a profitable thing. 
Over 20 or more years, and with no 
sense of shame, a large crowd of 
purveyors have lived off the fact that 
there ARIL homosexuals, and that 
many of the things these people want 
to do are illegal or semi-ill egal. 
Particularly Gay business is now big 
business, though very, very seldom are 
the owner-operators of these services 
gay themselves. These are simply the 
people who live off the queers, and 
obviously with a complete lack of 
moral or principle. 

One could go on along these lines, 
as some have, at great length, but our 
point here is that Queens did have a 
Golden Age, almost finished by the 
50’s, almost completely disappeared 
now in the 70’s. 

For one thing, a new drug culture 
slid int o place; this is n ot a homo’s 
thing. As every girl knows, sex of any 
kind is unsatisfactory with any drug 
involvement. Or, ‘ya can’t party with a 
pill-head..’ and so on. 

Also, just after the War, many 
were left in San Francisco, and other 
Coastal cities, who were criminal as 
well as immoral. Many were (and are), 
actual psycopaths. Crimes of violence, 
even murder, increased many fold, 
aimed at the homosexual. Many 
communities, such a Long Beach, 
hardly ever allow a newspaper refer¬ 
ence when a crime victim is a queen, 
even if he’s brutally murdered. How¬ 
ever, if she is female and can be 
branded a ‘SEX QUEEN’ or an 
ex-Madame, and she gets robbed or 
beaten, it’s all in the local headlines. 
San Francisco and Los Angeles both 
minimize crimes against gay ones, but 
they do take place, even to frequent 
murders. Some California police are 
said to ‘protect’ the homosexual, this is 
arrant nonsense, they persecute them 
in every legal and illegal way possible. 

Yes, dears, the old mystique is no 
more; you can rent a trick on almost 
any corner (if you offer enough..!) but 
almost no one will..‘come up to see my 
flower arrangements...’ It’s all no 
longer genteel. Alas, the Golden Age 
of Queens is no more. Pity!

Since San Francisco Sex infor¬ 
mation opened its four phone lines 2 
years ago, it has received nearly 
20,000 calls, mostly from Bay Area 
residents. Getting information about 
sex over the phone is easy because it is 
at once personal, anonymous and free.

SF Sex Info, is operated on the 
understanding that many apparent 
“sex problems” result simply from mis¬ 
information, mythology, having no 
source of valid information, or the 
lack of ability to communicate about 
sex....the most frequent concerns of 
callers have been sex definitions, birth 
control and pregnancy, female or¬ 
gasm, V.D., male erection and 
orgasm, sexual techniques... sexual 
enrichment and referrals for further 
counseling.

Monday through Friday 3 to 9 pm. The

It Ain’t 

Necessarily So!!! 

Another newspaper, which ac¬ 
cording to its printer, has a run of 
usually of 8,000 copies (last four 
issues), is crowing about the tre¬ 
mendous success its endorsement has 
meant to the candidates in the recent 
general election. Conspicuously ab¬ 
sent from the conglomeration of facts 
and figures, percentage points and 
so-called gay precincts with trans¬ 
ferred loyalty, is the absence of BART 
Dist. 9 results, which are readily 
available and have been, ever since 
the due date of filing summaries of 
candidates’ expenses. We thought you 
and some of the readers of that other 
newspaper might want to see the other 
side of the coin. 

The crowing newspaper endorsed 
Kirkwood, who spent no money with it 
for political advertising. Kirkwood 
spent a total of $24,459.00 in non-gay 
media and car cards. Mr. Kirkwood is 
an attorney and has served BART as a 
client in the past. He spent $583.00 for 
a biography to be printed in the voters’ 
handbook, which gave him excellent 
exposure and credential, since he 
composed it himself. 

Mr. Kirkwood’s opponent was 
George Farber, who spent a total of 
$1,656.71, but did not pay to have a 
biography published in the voters’ 
handbook. Of the total spent by Mr. 
Farber, $957.52 was spent with gay 
media and printers. $45.00 was spent 
with the newspaper which did not 
endorse him. But here are the certified 
election results in the so-called gay 
precincts: 

In Dist. 231, Farber ran 4 votes 
behind Kirkwood; in 232, he ran 2 
votes behind; in 233, Farber ran just 1 
vote behind Kirkwood; and in 235 and 
the Sacramento-Polk-Larkin district, 
he ran a total of 18 votes behind Mr. 
Kirkwood.
